In addition to the rental there is 
a haul each way to the made with 
the barge. 

All of this is eliminated at the 
Richmond municipal wharf. It‘ should 
be a very fortunate circumstance, 
and the advantage * should mean, 
that the warehouses «in time should 
be kept well filfed with goods, from 
which the City of Richmond would 
receive a very tidy income yearly 
for warehousing 

But such is not the case at the 
present time. As near as can -be 
learned, the large profit is in the 
quick handling of goods, as the 
handling company receives the bulk 
of the benefits from it. 

For some time about the only 
goods kept on storage at the whart 
is fullers earth, placed there by the 
Standard Ofi-Company.It-is an-a@- 
vantage to them, dnd they pay the 
city the regular warehousing charges, 
which last year amounted to over 
$6,000. 

There ‘is practically no other class 
of goods on which |. warehousing 
charges are collected, with the ex- 
ception, a abipment of pig iron once 
and a while. 

Under a proper lease, sis lente 
every right of the City. of Richmond, 
the municipal wharf can. be a re- 
venue producer, including all main- 
tenance and repair charges.
